The Illinois Miners’ union, its president, Frank 
Farrington, announces, “ has already pledged every 


all of its members that may be indicted in connec- 
tion with the trouble at the strip mine.” 

So far so good. Every one wants the defendants 
in this case, as in any other, to have the full benefit 
of the law for their defense, competent coun"! and 
adequate funds for all legitimate expense. 

But President Farrington does not content him- 
self with this declaration. He discloses a very dif- 
ferent phase of the defense when he adds: “We 
have a proper appreciation of the magnitude of the 
forces that have combined to convict our members 
and we shall leave nothing undone that will enable 
us to combat these forces.” 

This is, we suspect, the opening gun in a martyr- 
dom campaign which will presently be depicting 
the men guilty of the Herrin atrocity as victims 
of a plutocratic plot. Mr. Farrington says he and 
his associates have “a proper appreciation of the 
magnitude of the forces that have combined to con- 
vict our members.” We think he is mistaken. We 
think if they have a proper appreciation of these 
forces they would not talk about combating them, 
for they are the forces of human decency outraged 
by the treachery and brutishness of the Herrin 
slaughter. They are the forces that make civiliza- 
tion possible, and when Mr. Farrington talks about

works and talks for a social revolution and thinks 
it good. 

He is regarded as a dangerous man and occa- 
sionally authority treats him rough. Recently he 
was thrown out of Colorado and Wyoming. He has 
told the story of his expulsion, saying that he went 
to Denver to make a speech. When he reached his 
hotel three men of the Colorado state police came 
to his room and told him they wanted him. He 
asked if they had a warrant for him and they said 
they did not need one. He could come or they’d take 
him, just as he chose, ‘They took his suit cases. 
They took him a number of miles out of Denver 
and held him overnight, having communicated with 
the state authorities and received instructions. 

They then took him to Wyoming and delivered 
him to a Wyoming sheriff, who drove him over a 
hundred miles, turned him loose to walk into a 
railroad town and warned him not -to return if he 
valued his life. His suit cases were given back to 
him by the Colorado troopers, but his papers which 
they contained were not, Among the papers was 
the manuscript of a book he is writing. 

We have no use for Foster or any of his ideas. If 
he offends law he ought to be in custody. The story 
he tells of his expulsion from Colorado and Wyo- 
ming is substantially correct, we suspect. It was 
reported from Denver that he had been thrown out. 
If the story is true it reveals the law offending 
against itself, 

The state violated its own law by using lawless 
force instead of legal procedure. It manhandled 
a man regarded as an undesirable. If he had com- 
mitted an offense there was a legal remedy. It was 
a stupid thing. If Americans wish to conduct their 
governments by ignoring their laws they will pro- 
mote lawlessness. Nobody will respect a law when 
it is more convenient to go outside cf it. That fs 
one trouble with American society and it gets 
some inspiration in the methods of government.

THE CURSE OF POISON IVY. 
OBODY dies of: poison ivy and no- 
body gets very sick from it, but 
it is troublesome, At this season 
of the year people want to get 
away from the ruts. They know they 
will be uncomfortable; they will run 
some risk of typhoid; they may come 
back physically much worse than they 
went away. Knowing all of this, they 
want to break away. To break away, 
to occasionally do the unreasonable; for 
the deacon to go on.a bender; the prude 
to do something naughty; the rounder 
to go to church, these things, as the 
at-long-interval-outbreak, are born in 
us—what a writer in Clinical Medicine 
has written so logically and entertain- 
ingly under the heading “ Cowlicks— 
Mental and Moral.” 

But to have the vacation broken in | on 
or terminating in an attack of poison 
ivy, called poison oak in the south, is a 
little too much. 

Fortunately, not everybody is suscep- 
tible to poison ivy, and grown people, 


even though they have been susceptible 


as children, are often immune. 

The poison of the plant is as subtle as 
that of ragweed pollen, To many it is 
not poisonous at all. The susceptibil- 
ity to it seems to be gradually acquired, 
to get greater for a year or two, and 
then to be lost. 

If it were worth while some scientist 
would take advantage of this peculiarity 
and use the poison from the plant or the 
serum from the skin blisters to make a 
protecting vaccine, or, somehow, to over- 
come susceptibility. But the trouble 
from poison ivy has always been just 
short of stirring people to get after the 
weed or its poison, or the disease caused 
by it. For this reason people do not 
grub it out of their lots or picnic 
grounds, or keep it cut down close, sea- 
son after season. Scientists have never 


made a vaccine against it or found a 


cure for it. 

It comes with itching and burning, and 
a multitude of small blisters. These 
blisters are filled with clear water, un- 
less they have been infected with pus 
germs, in which event they may be 
filled with pus, or the area may become 
a suppurating surface. That, however, 
is exceptional. The rule is that after a 
few days of itching, burning, and oozing 
the moisture dries up, the redness fades 
out, and the attack subsides. Usually 
one attack a season is the limit. 

For it there are many remedies—lead 
washes, bromine, water, iodine, witch 
hazel, boric acid solution compresses, 
and some others that have been printed 
in this column. In every case where 
there is a multitude of cures, the real 
cure, the cure from which the credit is 
filched, is nature. Give nature time and 
it cures poison ivy. 

We have one suggestion to make. Why 
should not picnic grounds that are free 
from poison ivy advertise the fact. To 
keep a picnic ground free is an easy 


matter. To advertise the

P. S.—Schamberg thinks susceptibility 


to poison ivy may be overcome by the in- 
ternal administration of very small doses 
of the poison.

We were placed in the filthiest kind of 
a cell with fifteen of the worst kind 
of criminals. Thege was hardly standing 
room in the place, and the air was thick 
enough to cut. The ceffee cups lay on 
the floor and in the corridor, which was 
covered with sputum and other filth. 

Innocent men were beaten and cursed 
the same as hardened criminals. 

We were held from midnight Friday 
until Sunday morning before we were 
* booked.” During this time we could 
not call our relatives or employers and 
let them know where we were. We were 
discharged Monday morning. No fines. 
Two days were spent in jail for nothing. 
For the delays in “ booking” and the 
criminal uncleanliness of the jails every 
one in. the police department should be 
kept in the same place a year without 
being “ booked.”

Tue TRIBUNE interviewed the lead- 
er in the great military camp here 
where unmentionable thousands of 
troops are being prepared for any emer- 


gency. It is apparent that Genn. Wu 
lacks money, although a group of | 


bankers at Hankow and Wu@ang are 
reported to be ready to aid him under 
certain conditions. Gen. Wu is anx- 
ious that China’s welfare be safeguard- 
ed at the Changchun conference be- 
tween the Russians and Japanese. 
He has telegraphed Foreign Minister 
Koo, asking that a Chinese be attached 
to the Russian mission for the purpose 
of observing the proceedings. 
Welcome to Sun. 

“The Chihli faction welcomes Dr. 
Sun Yat Senn,” said Gen. Wu, “as 
he is a real patriot, and is no longer 
an official, but a citizen of the re- 
public. By a declaration he has re- 
signed the extra@rdinary presidency. 
Thus as a citizen the Chihli leaders 
invite him to Peking, and they will 
accord him honor as a man who 
has done a great good for his country. 

“He will receive recognition for his 
services in the form of: an honorar- 
rium or pension, but although he will 
not be given office, he will be regarded 
as a patriot whose counsels are worth 
receiving. Representatives of Li Yuan- 
hung, Tsao Kun and myself have in-| 

ited Dr. Sun Yat Sen to come ‘north 
or a consultation, but he refused. I 
am confiident that he will come after 
reunification.

Conferees of the senate and house | 
are in conflict over whether protection 
shall be given to a few branthes of | 
the industry. The house bill imposed 
duties on shingles, logs, certain kinds 
of heavy timber, railroad ties, tele- 
graph poles, pickets, palings, and 
hoops. The senate bill puts ghem on 
the free list. Ordinary varieties of fin- 
ished lumber are on the free list in 
both the house and senate bills. 


High Duties in Fofmer Laws. 


High duties were imposed on practi- 
cally all kinds of lumber in former pro- 
tective tariff laws, including the Payne- 

Aldrich law, which had a duty of $1.25 
a 1,000 feet on unplaned sawed lumber. 
Practically all kinds of ordinary lum- 
ber were put on the free list in the 
Democratic Underwood act in 1913. 
Large profits of lumber manufdctur- 
ers during war ‘time, an insistént de- 
mand for jower prices of building ma- 
terials, a post-war shortage in houses, 
and the desirability of conserving 
American lumber respurces have com- 
“bined te cause a number of the Re- 
publicans in congress to believe that 
the free lumber policy of the Under- 
wood act should be continued.

Doesn’t Demand Protection. 
The lumber industry as a whole 
not demand protection in the fiew bill. 
The house ways and means committee, 
however, probably would have put 
duties om lumber all along the line if 
oppenents of duties, including retail 
lumber dealers, had not joined in an 
active campaign to keep lumber on the 
free list. The ways and means commit- 
tee reluctantly put finished lumber on 
the free list, but granted duties in the 
instances where the manufacturers 
strongly urged the need of protection. 
The duties on logs and shingles were 
imposed at the request of lumber man- 
ufacturers of the states of Washington | 


and: Oregon, who insisted that there | 


was need of protection against British 
Columbia. 
Would Admit Lamber Free. 

Senators Kellogg (Minn.), who was 
most active in the senate against any 
“duty on lumber, declares that the west 
‘Aoast manufacturers have no ground 
whatever for a duty on shingles, logs, 
or any other kind of lumber.

The free list iter: applying to or- 
dinary finished lumber in both bills 
contains a proviso that if lumber planed 
on one or more éides and tongued 
and grooved is subject to a duty in 
another country, the President shall 
enter into negotiations for removal!
